FINALLY PASSED 


Section 10 Was Stricken from 
the Measure 


Final Agreement Was Adopted by 
Béth Houses, and Bill Is Ready 
for Governor — Declared 
Section 10 Does Not 
Not Affect Bill. 


After a conference the house last night 
agreed to the senate amendments to the 
franchise tax bill, and the measure is 
now ready for the governor's signature. 

Only one change was made in the Dill 
as the result of the conference. Section 
10 was stricken from the measure. 
stricken. 

As originally passed by the senate, sec- 
tion 10 provided that where street car 
companies or other corporations owning 
franchises pay to cities an occupation tax 
or a percentage of gross receipts, the 
amount so paid shall be deducted from 
what the city receives under the fran- 
chise tax bill. The conference committee 
amended the section so that the amount 
of the franchise tax paid under the bill 
shall be deducted from the amount paid 
as percéntage on gross receipts or as 
occupation tax. 

This amendment was inserted so as 
to prevent the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company from being double 
taxed on its franchises so _ far 
as the city is concerned. 

The house refused to agree to gection 
10, though it agreed to all the other senate 
amendments to the bill. Another confer- 
ence committee was named by the house, 
but in the méantime the senate took the 
matter up, and-after a brief debate, de- 
cided to recede from its position by a 
vote of 20 to 16, and section 10 was 
This settled the questiog and both the 
house and senate agreed to the bill. This 
means that eities which now collect an 
weceupation tax or a percentage of gross 
receipts from franchises will also get 
the franchise tax under the Dill. 


Conference Committee Named. 


When the franchise tax bill came up 
in the house yesterday morning that 
body promptly disagreed to the senate 
amendments.. The disagreement, how- 
ever, was for the purpose of having the 
matter go to conference for explanation 
of the amendments 

Speaker Morris appointed on the part 
of the house Messrs, Candler of DeKalb, 
Akin of Bartow and Reid of Campbell, 
while President Howell named Senators 
David of the seventeenth, Perry of the 
thirty-third and Skelton of the thirty- 
first. d 
The committee met during the after- 
noon and reached an: agreement after 
about an hour’s discussion. 

It was suggested.in certain quarters 
that section 10 might have the effect of 
making the bill unconstitutional because 
of the prohibition against inequality in 
taxation. After a full discussion of this 
feature, however, every member of the 
committee came to the conclusion that 
it could not pvssibly have that effect, 
and the recommendations were made as 
stated. 

The senate agreed promptly to the con- 
ference committee's report and the house 
followed suit last night. :

House Receded from Its Position 
at 1:30 O'Clock This Morning 


Final Disposition of Appropriations 
Bilis Came on Resolution by 
Mr. Evans, of Washing- 
ton—Six Committees 
Were Named. 


After six conference committees had 
failed to report an agreement, the house 
this morning at 1:30 o'clock, actual time, 
but 11:45 official time, decided to recede 
from its position relative to the public 
property fund, and agreed by a vote of 
7 to 60 that it should be spent In pay- 
ment of interest on the bonded debt of 
the state. 

The last vote taken by the house on 
the question just before adjournment in 
the afternoon was 88 to 48 against 8so 
using the fund. At night the senate 
set itself squarely on this propsition, and 
so declared, in effect, it would not agree 
to adjourn until the house had come 
over. 

Toward 11 o’clock Mr. Evans, ot Wash- 
ington, offered a resolution to the effect 
that as there was no possibility of agree- 
ment, and as the senate had receded on 
many amendments and the house on prac- 
tically none, the house snould recede from 
its position relative to the public property 
fund. 

West, of Lowndes, Yields. 

The Evans resolution was discussed 
briefly and tabled. Mr. West, of Lowndes, 
who had opposed the use of the fund, 
made a speech, stating he was willing to 
give in under the circumstances, and & 
little later a motion was made to take 
the Evans resolution from the table. On 
the call of the yeas and nays this carried 
by a vote of 68 to 59. 

Tnen the Evans resolution was put on 
its passage again, and was carried by a 
vote of 60 to 70. 

This completed the work on the general 
appropriations bill, and the house was 
ready to adjourn sine die except that 
several members insisted on settling the 
incident of the attack on Mr. Knight, of 
Berrien, by one of the doorkeepers.

GOVERNOR WAS STRONGLY 
OPPOSED TOTHE MEASURE 


Brief Debate in use Preceded the 
Passage of Bill#Prolonged Ap- 
plause Greet@d Announce- 
ment—How Members 
View the Bill. 


The next session of the general as- 
sembly will be held Im ‘“‘the good old sum- 
mer time.’’ 

The house of representatives followed 
the action of the senate yesterday and 
refused to sustain Governor Terrell’s ve- 
to of the summer sesgion’s bill by a vote 
of 128 to 37. In the senate, as stated yes- 
terday, the bill was passed over the veto 
by 38 to 3. It required a two-thirds vote 
to pass the bill over the veto, or 30 votes 
in the senate and 117 in the house, so it 
will be seen that the measure received 
considerably more than a constitutional 
two-thirds majority in both houses. 

The discussion in the house was very, 
brief. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and several 
others made brief speeches against the 
measure when the motion was made that 
the governor's veto be not sustained. Sev- 
eral members also made brief arguments 
for and against the measure in explana- 
tion of their votes when the roll was be~ 
ing called, 

The sentiment of the house on the sub- 
ject, however, was too apparent. Several 
of those who opposed the measure said 
they would make a few remarks, not be- 
cause they thought it would in any wise 
change the views of any member of the 


-house, but they merely wanted to state 


why they thought the measure was 
wrong in principe ‘and ought not become 
a jaw. i ae | 
embers Applauded Wildly. 

When the roll call had been concluded 
and the speaker announced that the bill 
had been passed by a vote of 128 to 37, 
notwithstanding the governor's veto, the 
house applauded wildly. Papers and 
frats were thrown up in the air, cheers 
rang through the hall and for several’ 
minutes it was impossible for the speaker 
to restore order. Finally, however, the 
house got over its enthusiasm and settled 
down to the business on the calendar. 

Governor Terrell was notified of the 
vote almost as soon as the result was 
announced. When seen, however, the 
governor declined to have anything to 
say with“ regard to the action of the 
general assembly in passing the measure 
over his veto. 

It was well known about the capitol 
that Governor Terrell did some hard 
work against the measure from the time 
he vetoed it until its final passage 
against his wishes. Several members of 
both houses talked with the governor on 
the matter, and he urged them to sustain 
his action in the matter. The governor 
gave as his reasons for vetoing the bill 
the fact that it: would add eight months 
to the term of the present governor and 
state house officers, to which he was 
strongly opposed, and the further fact 
that it would disorganize the existing 
fiscal conditions of the state in that the 
expenses of the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly would have to be paid be- 
fore the money for that purpose had been 
collected. 

Health of Members. 


In speaking of the passage of the sum- 
mer sessions bill, a well-known member 
of the mouse wno yoted against the meas- 
ure, said yesterday: - 

“One reasun why the members voted 
so strongly to override the governor's 
veto was on account of their health, The 
health of many of the members is af- 
fected by the change in coming to At- 
lanta in the fall, just at the time the 
weather is changing, and many of them 
have been sick. They attribute it entire- 
ly to the change of habits and surround- 
ings, of course. They want to come in 
the Summer because they believe their 
health will be better, and many of them 
will then have more time to spare.” 

The bill was introduced in the senate 
by, Senator Skelton, of the thirty-first 
and passed that body the first time by a 
unanimous vote. It provides that the 
time of meeting of the general assem- 
bly shall be changed from the fourth 
Wednesday in October to the fourth 
Wednesday in June. As the pregent leg- 
islature has held one fifty-day session 
and will have to meet twice more, it is 
probable the other two sessions, which 
will be held in the summer time, will be 
only twenty-five days each. 

As there will be a session of the legis- 
lature next summer, it will be possible te 
get the convict bill through in due time 
for the commission to enter into a new 
lease of the convict labor which will be 
profitable to the state. This, it. is 
claimed, would not have been the case 
had the next meeting been held in the 
fall.

- TO SAVE HIM FROM HIS FOES 


Distressed Venezuelan President 
Asks American Minister To 
Arrange for Arbitration 


REQUEST 1S TRANSMITTED 
TO HAY AT WASHINGTON 


This Government Will Use Its Good 
Offices, but Is Doubtful of the 
Outcome — Venezuela Is 


Still Preparing for 


Defense. 


London, December 13.—A_ dis- 
patch to. The Daily Mail from Wil- 
lemstad, Curaco, December 11, says 
that the foreign residents of Puerto 
Cabello are taking refuge on board 
the German cruiser Vineta and the 
British cruiser Ariadne, and that 
these vessels are threatening to 
bombard the port. 

Caracas, December 12.—It is stated on 
good authority that the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment has asked United States Minis- 
ter Bowen to act as arbitrator in the con- 
troversy with Great Britain and Germany. 
The English telephone office here has 
been seized. 

The government has taken preservative 
measures at LaGuayra. All the deposits 
of coal at the navy yard and all the Brit- 
ish cars on the LaGuayra railroad have 
been brougut here, rendering it impossible 
+o transport troops by rail. General Fer- 
rera, the minister of war, spent all day 


today in choosing spots in the mountains 
where trenches are to be dug. The gov- 
ernor of Caracas has issued the following 
decree: 

“All Venevuelans living in the federal 
cistrict between the age of 18 and 50 years 
must enroll themselves in the military; 
any such persons refusing to enroll yvolun- 
tarily, as patriotism’ demands, will be de- 
clared traitors and sent before the tri- 
bunals.”’ 

Yesterday, after a long conference with 
President Castro, United States Minister 
Ruwen obtained an order for the libera- 
tion of the remaining British and German 
subjects, who were held prisoners, and an 
hour later ali had ‘been released. Minister 


the poor colored British subjects and 


those who weré ill. . 
Castro’s Politic Act. 

The order for the release of the prison- 
ers has made a good tmpression and is 
looked upon as a politic.act on the part 
of President Castro. Every one in Car- 
racas believes the situation to be des- 
perate and threatens war unless Minister 
Bowen succeeds in having the matters in 
dispute submitted to arbitration. 

It is said on the authority of an official 
near President Castro that he has allowed 
Minister Bowen to communicate with the 
Berlin and London governments through 
the state department at Washington. this 
being the only hope of avoiding a serious 
conflict. It is reported that the plan of 
the British and German forces is to se- 
cure the ports of LaGuayra and Puerto 
Cabello. 

At waGuayra the defense preparations 
at the strategic points on the heights back 
of the town are being vigorously pushed 
forward. The deposits of powder in the 
fortresses of Lavigia and San Carlos have 
been removed. Great patriotic demonstra- 
tions are being made and every one capa- 
ble of bearing arms is offering his ser- 
vices. 


Hay To Do What He Can. 

Washington, December 12.—A cablegram 
received at the state uepartment today 
from Minister Bowen, at Caracas, states 
that the venezuelan government has re- 
quested him to propose to Great Britain 
and Germany that the difficultiee arising 
out of the claims for alleged damages and 
injuries to British and German subjects 
during the civil war be submitted to ar- 
bitration. 

In conformity with the understanding 
already reached with the repesentatives 
of the British and German governments 
Castro will be duly laid before those 
governments, the state department act- 
ing merely as a channel of communi- 
cation. Not much hope is entertained of 
the favorable reception of the proposition 
as it is felt that the difficulty has pro- 
gressed too far for a settlement by the 
peacefuljmethods of arbitration. 

It is certain that the state department 
is willing to go any reasonble length to 
settle the difficulty in Venezuela in any 
manner that shall be honorable and sat- 
isfactory to all parties. Therefore Sec- 
retary Hay today replied to Mr. Bowen’s 
cablegram, authorizing him, in his dis- 
cretion, to use his good offices to secure 
arbitration. 


Beyond Original Programme. 

If there ts an attempt to possess them- 
selves of all the customs receipts on the 
part of Great Britain and Germany, pro- 
tests might naturally be expected to fol- 
low from a nation such as France, which 
holds claims aggregating more than the 
combined claims of England and Ger- 
many, and which has, it is understood, 
already arranged for their payment upon 
an installment plan, out“’of Venezuelan 
customs receipts; an arrangement that 
might be disturbed by the British and 
German programme. 

It is evident here now, that the allies 
have been obliged to proceed upon Vene- 
zuela far beyond the point where their 
original programme ceased. The cor- 
respondence shows that there was not 
the least apprehension that Castro, in 
his resistance, would make it necessary 
for Great Britain and Germany to go 
beyond a peaceful blockade, and it Is the 
understanding that the London and Ber- 
lin authorities are now obliged to pre-

SHAME SEIZES 
GREAT BRITAIN 


She. Disavows Responiil fo 
Sinking of Ships 


Foreign Office Puts the Blame on 
Germany, but Latter Nation 
Denies—France Thinks It’s 
Up to the United States 
To Act.

London, December 12.—The foreign of- | 


fice informs The Associated Press that 
the British government disclaims respon- 
sibility for the sinking of the Venezuelan 
vessels off La Guayra, which it entirely 
attributes to the German forces. 

It is understood that nearly all of the 
Venezuelan news which the British gOvV- 
ernment gets comes throtigh the state 
department at Washington and is bascd 
on Minister Bowen’s messages. The 
foreign offices here so far. however, has 
received no trace of the reply to the de- 
mands of the Great Britain and Ger- 
many which Venezuela is reported ° to 
have transmitted to those powers through 
the United States consul at La Guayra, 
though it has officially received a copy 
of President Castro’s proclamation. 

Tne foreign office officials also said they 
had not received information to the effect 
that Venezuela had requested Minister 
Bowen to act as arbitrator. They think 
it is not likely that the proposition has 
been made, but if such is the case, they 
co not censider that arbitration at this 
Stage would be acceptable to Great 
Britain. 


How Germany Views It. 

Berlin, December 12.—President Castro's 
war preparations and his publie utter- 
ances are regarded in official circles here 
as “‘designed to see how far the allies are 
willing to go as a test of the further at- 
titude of the administration at Washing- 
ton, and, above all, as efforts to unite 
his ‘own people and reconcile them to 
his dictatorship. 

The foreign office received a cablegram 
yesterday from the German charge 
d'affaires, Herr von Pilgrim-Bafitazzg 
filed at La Guayra, This is a sure indi- 
eation, the foreign office thinks, that the 
situation is not so tense as the press 
telegrams represent it to be. Regarding 

pta-that the Germans only .de- 
stroyed the Venezuelan ships captured at 
La Guayra, it is said here that according 
to the official advices received up to the 
present, only One vessel was disabled and 


.none were sunk and that the British 


participated equally with the Germans 
in the action taken. 

While the marine ministry is not con- 
sidering the immediate dispatch of re- 
inforcements if it is necessary to occupy 
a port, marines will be sent. The navy 
department garrisons and the coast de- 
fenses have set at its disposition fifteen 
battalions of marines, who are serving 
on shore. 


It’s Up to the United States. 

Paris, December 12.—A foreign office 
Official made the following statement to 
The Associated Ptess: 

“No exchange of views has occurred 
between the European powers concern- 
ing the Venezuelan situation and no such 
exchange is intended, as it is definiteiy 
heid that the affair is one in which the 
United States should be left free to take 
the initiative mediation.”’ 

This statement was called out by the 
suggestion of the Temps that it was time 
for Europe to speak in the interest of 
universal peace. The official added: 

“It is fully recognized here and at the 
other capitals that the Unitéd States is 
the only power in position to act as an 
intermediary. Hence, there is no inten- 
tion on the part of European powers to 
take concerted or individual action.” 

The release of the French steamer 
Ossun, seized by the Germans at La 
Guayra, has not yet been reported to the 
foreign office, but the officials accept the 
unofficial reports of her release, thus re- 
lieving the incident of its gravity. Affer 
an exchange of cable messages it has 
been agreed to appoint a distinguished 
Spanish jurist as referee in the Preneo- 
Venezuelan incident. This will not be 
announced until the arbitrators assemble 
at Caracas,

Washington, December 12.—Foreign af-

Mr. Moody said, as he left the execu- 
tive office after the meeting, that this 
government would not send, at this time, 
at least, any war ships to Venezuelan wa- 
ters. United States vessels are in close 
proximity to Venezuela, but their pres- 
ence in Venezuela is not regarded now 
as necessary. 


Venezuelan Resolution. 

Representative De Armond, of Missourt, 
offered a resolution in the house today 
requesting the secretary of state to in- 
form the house of the nature and extent 
of the claims of Great Britain and Ger- 
many against Venezuela, whether the 
clafms are disputed by Venezuela and 
what effort, if any, and by whom, has 
been made to settle peaceably, by arbi- 
tration or otherwise, the matters subject 
to controversy and with what result, if 
any, with full particulars. 

The secretary of state also is asked as 
to what part the United States has tak- 
en, if any, in the controversy, and whom, 
if any, of the officers of the 
States has heen consulted by any of the 
parties to the controversy, and in regard 
to what matter and with what result. 


The Monroe Doctrine. 

Further inquiry is made of the state 
department as to what has been said or 
done by the United States with relation 
to the Monroe doctrine and its due ahi 
respectful observance in the tran 


with reference to the British and German — 


claims against Venezuela and to what ex- 
tent the United States has been con 
ed or conferred with as to the 
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or-appHeation or applicability of ¢ 
roe doctrine ani with what result 
further what has been done by this g6v- 
ernment to insure respect for that doe- 
trine together with any result of such 
action. 

The secretary is asked further to inform 
the house whether, in his judgment, the 
United States can, by a firm assertion of 
the Monroe doctrine, bring about or ald 
in bringing about a peaceful and fair 
adjournment of the disputes between the 
nations involved, so as to have fully re- 
spected the principles of the Monroe doc- 
trine and to preserve the governmental 
and territorial integrity and independence 
of Venezfiela. 


How Mexico Views It. 

Mexico City, December 12.—El Impar- 
cial, the liberal newspaper, in discussing 
the Venezuelan troubles, sees in the atti- 
tude of Germany and England an at- 
tempt to try how far-reaching is the 
shadow, for some threatening, for others 
protecting, of the Monroe doctrine. There- 
fore, all eyes are now turned toward the 
capitol at Washington, for the situation 
may perhaps become one very difficult for 
the American government. 

El Imparcial censures Germany and 
England for resorting to arms without 
having tried arbitration, although it ad- 
mits that the Castro government is hard 
to deal with. As for Castro, he is like 
Hugo’s little Napoleon, in a_ situation 
where he will try to save his politica) 
prestige by war. He stakes all on a single 
hazard, risking the honor and dignity of 
his country. 

The Mexican Herald says that blood is 
thicker than water for the Latins as well 
as for the Anglo-Kelts and that Latin 
America looks on at the present crisis 
with anxiety. -It censures Castro as the 
representative of Tammanyism in Vé@m 
ezuela.

Sen Francisco, Deeember :12.—An unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made today to lay 
the shofe end of the Paciific'cable. As a 
result the big steamer @ilyertpwn, with 
(he bigiable in het: hold: istfigpting idly 
in San Francisco bay. Aboatd the Silver- 
town there is keen disappointdient that 
adverse conditibns made ‘a failure of the 
first step in the great undertaking. Minor 
accidents were encountered bythe work- 
men on shore. Clarence H. Mackay, pres- 
ident of the Commercial Cable Company, 


was slightly hurt. 
Today the weather was fine and 25,000 


persons’ had gathered at the beach to 
witness. the beginning of the cable laying. 
The Silvertown left the bay soon after 
daylight and anchored off Bakers Beach 
at 9 o'clock. The surf was breaking heav- 
fly off shore, and it was @ecided to delay 
hauling the cable ashore. 

Clarence H. Mackay and hfs feflow of- 
ficers had two largé tents erected on the 
beach near the polnt where the shore 
connection is to be made. It was il 
o’clock before the lifesaving crew from 
the Bakers Beach station arrived with 
their surf boats to act as messengers be- 
tween the steamer and the shore. The 
crews of these little boats, with tiers of 
two boats from the steamer, carried a 
large rope from the Silvertown to a point 
4ust outside fhe breakers, and there they 
lay while the crew of one of the life- 
Saver’s boats signalled for the boat of 
the Golden Gate Park' lifesaving crew to 
come out through the surf and take the 
rope to land. The ¢rew on land started 
for the water. their boat drawn by horses, 
who ealoped into the surf. The men 
climbed into their places, a wave rolled 
up on the shelving and the boat shot 
from its carriage into the water. here 
was a cheer from the crowd as the men 
met the breakers, and that same cheer 
frightened the horses, the team broke 
Away from the driver and the wagon 
plunged into the crowd on the beach.

ernor, and the legality of the use of 
which has been approved by the supreme 
court, 

The fourth conference committee on this 
subject was at that time in session and 
this. resolution was sent to it. 
~ Members of the house stated they would 
never give in, and there began to be talk 
of’-dn extra*session. The last vote in 
thé Howse on the public property fund was 
Sto 48 against its use—nearly 2 ‘to 1. 
Notwithstanding this, members of the 
senate felt they would carry their point. 
“We'll whip ’em before midnight,’ re- 
marked a member of the upper house. 
Thus the question stood at 10 o'clock 
and theré was no change an hour later. 


Total Appropriations. 
The total appropriations made in the 
general appropriations bill as it passed 
both bodies amounted to $8,028,280. Add 
to this $24,500 appropriated in special bills 
and the total is $3,052,780. Besides this, 
$750,000 from specific taxes, half the rental 
ofthe Western and Atlantic railroad and 
the hire of the convicts goes to public 
schools under previous laws, making the 
total expenses of the state for 1903 $3,802,- 
780. 
Out of the foregoing amount about 
$2,500,000 must ‘be raised by general tax 
levy. But both the nouse and senate have 
fixéd the genera] tax rate at & mills 
This rate will fall short 6f raising the 
required amount. says Chairman Davis, 
of the house appropriations committee, 
by $186,217, thus creating a deficit to that 
extent for 1908. There ig already a deficit 
for -1902 of $187,180, making a total deficit 
in the treasury, with the present appro- 
priations and a tax rate of 6 mille for 
1902 and 1908 of $373,397. . 
Cnairman Dayis says. this statement 
of the state’s financial condition does not 
take into account the fact that the state 
is $900,000 behind in payment of salaries 
to its school teachers. In other words, 
under pregent conditions the teachers 
have to wait until taxes are colected in 
the fall before that amount ig paid to 
the .teachers. 


Work on the Bills. 

Shortly before the adjournment of the 
morning session the senate members of 
the, confefence committee appointed to 
confer with the conference committee of 
the house on the differences of the two 
bodies on the general appropriation bill 
reported that the committee had failed 
to. agree on the senate amendments as 
to the ‘disposition of pubHe property 
fund, the purchase of chairs for the sen- 
ate, and a number of other matters. 

The committee recommended that the 
senate recede from its amendment in- 
creasing the appropriation for the ‘Sol- 
diers’ Home from $12,500 to $15;000; . that 
‘the senate recede from its amendment 
reducing the number of.days’ to be spent 
in the field by the state geologist; that 
the senate recede from its amendment 
reducing the military appropriation from 
$20,000 to $18,000; that the senate recede 
from its amendment raising the appro- 
priation for the state sanitartum from 
$310,000 to..$340,000, and that the senate 
refuse to agree to the amount set by 
the house, but that as a substitute the 
amount’ be set at $325,000, the senate re- 
ceding from its amendments providing 
that the salaries and mileage of the. su- 
perintendent and trustees of thé institu- 
tion should not come out of this fund. 

The report of the committee was adopt- 
ed and Senators Harrell of the eighth, 
Middlebrooks of the twenty-seventh and 
Smith of the eighteenth were appointed 
to confer with the second committee 
from the house. :

SPEAKS ON CUBA 


General Says It Is the Rich- 


est Spot on: the 
Earth. 


SCORES CLEVELAND FOR 
NOT STARTING -THE WAR 


Lee Says He Pictured the Horrors to 
President Cleveland and He Gave 
No Attention—Threats To — 
Kill General While He 
. Was in Cuba. 


New York, December 12.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee addressed the members of the 
Patria Club tonight on “The Uffited States 
and Cuba.” He said in part: 

‘Cuba was never so. well governed by 
Spain as she ig today.’ Congress wearied 
of the wars in Cuba and, passed resolu- 
tions recognizing the right of belligerency 
of the revolutionists. Then came the war. ' 

“I want to say that I reported to Presi- 
dent Cleveland the €xaet condition of af- 
fairs that existed’ there. I reported the 
rebellion with all its Druta@ties and hor- 
rors, and told him, that it. would continue 
for several generations if not brought to 
a speedy end. “Mr. Cleveland gave no 
attention to my reports, and it was not 
until that great man, now sleeping his 
last sleep in Canton, Ohio, took charge 
of affairs in Washington that these atro- 
cious conditions were brought to an end. 

“Cuba is well worthy of the attention 
of the American people. It ig the richest 
spot on God's green earth. No country 
can ever rival Cuba in its products. It 
has been awaiting for half a century 
for American energy and enterprise. If 
we had not sacrificed wisdom for senti- 
ment, we would own Cuba today. When 
we did have Cuba we should have held 
on to it, but some of the people wanted 
to show the world tnat they were acting 


for humanity’s sake and not for the. 


possession of territory. : 

“Prior to the war with Spain, when 1 
wag consul general in Cuba, there were 
repeated attempts to assassinate me. 
Wherever I went I had to sit with my 
back to the wall and my hand on my 
six shooter. I received twenty and thirty 
letters a day in which I was threatened 
with all manner of deaths. Some threat- 
ened to waylay and strangle me; others 
to string me up to the nearest lamp post, 
and still others to tie me to a horse’s tail 
and drag me around the streets of Ha- 
vana. Five Spanish women cglled at 
my office one afternoon and handed me 
a letter from some Spanish Officers in 
which they threatened to come to my 
office, tie me nand and foot, put me 
aboard the Mafhe and drive me out of the 
harbor, I received reports that even the 
Cubans wanted to kill me becausé they 
believed that by so doing war with fhe 
United States would surely result.” 

‘When some of these rep@ts were cur-° 
rent a man came into my offite’ one day 
with’ the purpose, as I thought, of kill- 
ing me. He moved toward me inch by 
inch, and just as he came within reach 
I had him covered with my gun. I asked 
him what he wanted and to my surprise 
he said, in English. ‘I have just come 
from General 
from a wound in the thigh. 
leave Cuba. I want to go back to the 
United States... I asked thhim where he 
came from and he said, in the drawliest 
kind of way,;‘From Kansas.’ "That man 
was Frederick A. Funston. So you see 
I had much to do with the latér capture 
of Aguinalhio.” 

General Lee then related the incidents 
that followed the blowing up of the bat- 
tle ship Maine and told of General Blan- 
co's action after the catastrophe. 

“I want to say here and for all time,” 
he continued, ‘‘that General Blanco and 
his officers had no moreeo do with the 
blowing up of the Maine than had the 
people of New York city. It is my belief 
that some of the young officers left in 
the arsenal by General Weyler blew up 
tne Maine.”’ 

In con¢lusion, General Lee advocated an 
increase of the navy owing to the grow- 
ing interests of the United States, and 
because ‘“‘in view of recent events we 
may be in deep water before we know.”’ 


Conductors Get Increase. 


Knoxville, Tenn., December 12.—A local 
official of the Southern is authority for 
the. statement that the conference at 
Washington between a committee of con- 
ductors from the entire Southern system 
and General Manager Ackert has resulted 
in an advance of wages for the men. Just 
what the advance is ecannot be stated 
here, although the increase asked by the 
men was about 10 per cent. 


Steed, of the second conference commit- 
tee, reported that it was recommended 
that the house recede from its objection 
to the senate amendment to allow the use 
of the money arising from the public 
preperty fund for the payment of interest 
en the bonded debt.

of Venezuela. The -Venezuelan consul at 
Genoa is credited with the assertion that 
the armed intervention of the United 
States would be certain to follow imme- 
diately upon such invasion.

Post says: ‘““‘The British commander in 
Venezuelan waters will, as senior officer, 
in the future.direct all joint action by

Says It Is Germany’s Doing. 

London, December 13.—In a dispatch 
from Paris the correspondent of The Daily 
Express gives an interview with Senor 
Mauboufget, the Veneztelan representa- 
tive in Paris. Senor Maubourget said he 
could etate with authorftty that until 
quite recently the British government had 
advised the British creditors of Venezuela 
not to act rashly, but to have patience. 
Great Britain’s action, therefore, caused 
Surprise and sorrow in Venezuela. Until 
this present action, he said, there had 
been absolutely no anti-British feeling in 
Venezuela, but a strong dislike of Ger- 
mans had existed. Senor Maubourget said 
Germany’s true motive in urging Great 
Britain to that country’s present course 
wa sfound in the question of trade. 

“Americans lately have been pushing 
German products out of the South Ameri- 
can market,” continued the Venezuelan 
envoy, “and Germany’s consular repre- 
Sentatives in South America are constant- 
ly impressing this fact upon their gov- 
ernment. Of course, American competi- 
tion has also injured British trade. The 
present trouble wiil strengthen President 
Castro’s position immensely.” 

Lansdowne Speaks. 

London, December 12.—Foreign “Secre- 
tary Lansdowne was the principal guest 
at the annual banquet given tonight in 
London by the United Club. In a speech 
gf considerable length the foreign secre- 
tary touched upon the most prominent 
topics of the day. He said he @id not 
believe that in any part 4f the world 
was Great Britain open to the charge of 
bearing inveterate antipathy to any one, 
not even to Venezuela. 

“If that republic,” said’ Lord Lans- 
downe, “would desist from committing 
outrages upon British subjects and Brit- 
ish property; if she would pay her just 
debts, and if she would reply to the dip- 
lomatie representations made in perfectly

NEGRO MURDERER TO HANG. 


4 Will Perry Given Death Sentence in 


Anniston. 

Anniston, Ala., December 12.—(Special.)— 
Will Ferry, murderer of King Farmer 
will expiaie his crime on the gallows, un- 
less some “unforeseen thing which would 
prevent the execution transpires. 

Such wad the verdict rendered this 
morning by a jury composed of twelve of 
Calhoun county's staunchest citizens af- 
ter about twenty hours’ deliberation. The 
verdict was returned about 10 o'clock. The 
court room was crowded with people who 
had gathered e in the day to await 
the verdict, 

The verdict was banded to Judge Cole- 
man, who instructed the clerk to read 
it. When the clerk had read it: “We, the 
jury, find the defendant guilty of murder 
in the first degree and fix his punish- 
ment at death,” the audience gave a sigh 
of relief. 

The sheriff immediately ordered the 
deputies to carry Fim to ja‘l. It was then 
that the man, who had deliberately mur- 
dered A man planned the murdcr of his 
wife and attempted to kill a policeman, 
broke down completely. The suspense 
had been great, and when he heard the 
words which sealed his doom he ecol- 
lapsed. He had to be supported from 
the court room to the jail, and after ar- 
riving at his cell he laid prone on the 
floor in. a seemingly unconscious condi- 
tion. He railled a few minutes later. 

The Gay for Perry’s execution has not 
been set, but Judge Coleman will sen- 
tence him in a few days, 

The hanging will be conducted private- 
ly, in accordance with the statute regu- 
lating such executions. It will be wit- 
nessed only by the officials, witnesses and 
other parties prescribed by law. 

Perry’s crime was a dastardly one. He 
shot Farmer with a gun, death resulting 
in a short while. He then placed the 
body of his victim upon the railroad 
track, that it might be mangled and his 
crime covered up. ‘He escaped and was 
captured about three weeks ago at the 
court hoyse by Sheriff Woodruff in a 
vault. afte- he had cut the throat of a 
policeman in his efforts to escape. He is 
accused of killing a man named Bonner, 
in this city, the night before his capture. 

Thomas A. Harris, Perry's attorney, 
will, it is said, appeal the case to the 
supreme court. It is thought this will 
cnly tend to delay the execution.

Clash Between Officers. and Strikers 
at Marseilles. 

Marseilles, December 12.~—The first 
collision between the strikers and the 
police occurred today and as a resuit 
several persons on both sides were in- 
jured. The clash was the outcome of an 
attempt on the part of the strikers to 
destroy the track in front of a car loaded 


with coal. The gendarmes charged the 
crowd and made fifteen arrésts. The re- 


| mainder of the strikers dispersed. 


Cordons of troops now- guard all ap- 
proaches to the port and disperse all as- 
semblages. A strong force of soldiers 
and police occupy the streets surround- 
in the Bourse de Travail, the headquar- 
ters of the strikers. When a detachment 
of cavalry approached the bourse with 
drawn sabers they were met by a storm 
of hooting, but no resistance was made. 

The journeymen butchers and bakers 
have joined the strikers, and the authori- 
ties have requisitioned the services of 
all the bakers in the Fifteenth army 
cores.

The strikers 
are greatly exasperated and their cry is 
‘jong live social revolution and the ele- 
vation of the proletariat by means of a 
general strike.”

The city was protected from fire, as the 
company’s pumps and the Eagle and 
Paenix pumps could have pumped river 
water into the mafns at a moments no- 
tice, in case of fire, but the supply of wx- 
ter for drinking and bathing purposes 
was exceedingly short, being entirely ex- 
hausted in some parts of the city. The 
trouble was discovered this morning, 
when it was found that workmen of the 
Girard mills, in trying to close the four 
inca main leading to the mills had closed 
instead the big main which brings the 
water supply of the city of Columbus 
from Alabama. 

The trouble was remedied, but this af- 
ternoon another piece of misfortune de- 
veloped, when the big main leading from 
the reserviors to the city burst at a 
point 1 1-2 miles out from tae city. Work- 
men were sent out to the scene to re- 
pair this trouble., The city is protected 
from fire, as on last night, but the situa- 
tion has been a most inconvenient one.

. ft Barrett Mysteriously Disappears 
from Home. 


LAST SEEN LAST THURSDAY 


Wife Critically Ill at Home and with 
a New-Born Baby To Care For. 
She Is Greatly Excited Over 
Her Husband’s Dis- 
appearance. 


J. T. Barrett, a young newly married 
white man about twenty-seven years old, 
mysteriously disappeared from his home, 
58 Jett street, last Thursday afternoon, 
and has not been heard from since.

It is stated that he has never before 
failed to show up.at the appointed time. 
This leads to the belief on the part of his 
friends that he has met with foul play 
at the hands of some one, His being seen 
in company with the stranger Thursday 
causes others fo believe that he has been 
foully dealt with. 

Barrett is 27 years old, weighs about 135 
pounds, is 5 1-2 feet high, has a light 
sandy moustache, and when last’ seen 
wore a light colored suit of clothes.

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HOW A PLUCKY WOMAN : 
SAVED A LITTLE ARMY 


HE Canadian Historical Society has 
recently erected a Monument at 
Beaver Dams, Niagara Falls, to 
commemorate the heroism of Laura Se- 
cord in the war.of 1812. This remarkable 
woman of Huguenot descent, who was 
never known to,.have shown fear, won 
fame throughogrt the British possessions 
by a daring night walk that saved a lit- 
tle garrison from a surprise , attack by 
the American forces. 

It was in June of 1813, and a few days 
after she had found her severely wound- 
ed nusband on the battle field of Queens- 
town Heights, that word feachéd the 
Secords through spies that the Americans 
had planned an attack against Lieutenant 
Fitz Gibbon’s forces of 20 at Beavers 
Dam, on the Niagara river, 20 miles away, 
Against the solicitations of her husband, 
who had said that a trusted messenger 
with a letter would answer the purpose 
just as well, Mrs. Secord herself deter- 
mined, if possible, to warn the British of 
the prospective attack. 

She left her house toward evening in 
her ordinary dress, not even changing her 
light slippers for stout shoes or in any 
way giving |ndication of a long and peril- 
ous journey by foot. At first she strolled 
along ieisurely and cajoied ari American 
sentry into letting her pass with a tale 
that she was looking for a stray cow. 
As darkness feli she began to walk rapid- 
ly, taking the most unfrequented and 
| roughest roads, and occasiona! short cuts 
through belts and. forest. She waiked 
all night of the 2th of June, 1813, aud 
arrived early in* the morning in a state

of exhaustion at Beaver Dams. The first 
people that she saw were Indians. They 
conducted her at once to Lieutenant Fits 
Gibbon, who had heard nothing of the 
danger that threatened. He instantly 
prepared himself and that very day after 
a slight skirmish he captured 600 Ameri- 
cans and two field pieces. 

Mrs. Secord once got the “better of 
100 Indians, led by the great warrior 
Tecumseh, who had come to her house 
to carry away her 14-year-old daughter 
for the purpose of making her Tecum- 
seh’s wife. She was alone in the house 
and without a weapon of any kind when 
the Indians marched up and halted before 
the front door. But without showing any 
signs of fear she opened the door, and, 
lifting up her hands ds a warning, ¢x- 
claimed, ‘‘Smallpox here!’’ This disease 
had been so fatal among the Indians a 
few months before that even Tecumseh 
shuddered at Mrs. Secord’s words. Then, 
after a moment of hesitation, he silently 
turned away and led his followers, back 
along the way they had come. The daugh- 
ter, thus saved by her mother’s ready wit, 
afterwards became the wife of a British 
army officer. 

When the prince of Wales, now the 
king of England, visited Canada, he call- 
ed on Mrs. Secord and presented her with 
one hundred pounds in acknowledgment 
of her heroism. The old lady, in her fer- 
vent loyalty, would fain have knelt be- 
fore the queen’s son, but he would not 
permit it andegently replaced her in her 
chair. She died in her House in Chigpawa 
in the late sixties. 
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D. A. DORSEY’S WAR RECORD 
IS USED TO HIS CREDIT 


> 


Milford, Nebr., December 12.—(Special.) 
A herd of the famed Andrews’ raid dur- 
ing the civil war has been compelled to 
seek refuge at the soldiers’ home here to 
avoid prosecution of the law. The man 
is D. A. Dorsey, a resident of Kearney, 
Neb., and the crime with which he is 
charged is that of attempting to murder 
his son. Owing to the old man’s marvel- 
ous war record, prosecution has been 
suspended pending his good behavior at 
the soldiers’ home. 

Mr. Dorse y is one of the few survivors 
of the small squad of men Who captured 
an engine and began the destruction of 
the estern and Atlantic railroad, run- 
ning out of Atlanta, Ga., the intention be- 
ing to cut off its base of supplies from 
the confederate army. The following is 
the story of the raid briefly told: 

Captain W. A. Fuller left Atlanta the 
morning of April 12, 1862, having charge 
ofa ssenger train. At Marietta a par- 
ty of strangers boarded the train, each 
ticketed to a different int. In ensuing 
conversations they said they were yankee 
refugees going to join’ the confederate 
army. 

The train stopped at Big Shanty for 
breakfast and all the passengers left the 
train, the crew joining the at break- 
fast. While they were eating Captain 
Fuller saw the strangers, who formed a 
detachment of Stills’ brigade, Mitchell's 
corps, of the northern arfhy oing to- 
ward the train. They boarded the engine 
and cut loose. Captain Fwiler and the 
train crew began a pursuit on foot until 
they f da handcar. The tale of the 
7 is-known to every school boy. It 
ended” disastrously for the northerners, 
nearly aM of whom were caught. Bight

An Interesting Case. 

The prison commission pardoned Lula 
Robinson, a negro woman, sentenced to 
life imprisonment from Polk county. 

This is one of the most interesting 
cases the commission has had before it 
in some time. Transfer Guard Ben Pear- 
son was carrying her to the state farm 
at Milledgeville when the train was 
wrecked and he was seriously injured, 
being unconscious for some time. In- 
stead of escaping, as she could easily 
have done, she looked after the injured 
man in every possible way until he reach- 
ed the hospital in Macon, wh she was 
turned over to the authorities\‘there and 


sent to the farm. 

Mr. Pearson was one of the most ear- 
nest advocates for a pardon for the wom- 
an. The order granting her pardon is as 
follows: 

December 12, 1902.—In re, Lula Robinson. 
Application for executive clemency. 

The applicant, Lula Robinson, was convict- 
ed at the February term, 1889, of the superior 
court of Polk county of the crime of murder 
and sentenced to. life imprisonment. The 
board of pardons recommend that she be par- 
doned for the following reasons: 

‘During her freedom she had continuously 
lived in one community where she made her- 
relf a character for peacgableness, 
and integrity, vouched for by reputable citi- 
zens who for several years have employed her 
in positions, of trust. While being taken to 
the penitentiary in charge of an officer of 
that. institution the train was wrecked, sev- 
eral being killed and. others being dly 
wounded. Among the latter was the officer 
who had her in charge, who was 80 severely 
wounded as to be unconscious for a while. 
During the excitement following the accident 
the defendant, though injured heraelf, with 
every opportunity to escape without hinder- 
ance. knowing that she was facing imprison- 
ment for her natural life, made no attempt 
to take advantage of the opportunity, but ren- 
dered valuable aid to the wounded sufferers, 
especially. the unconsciqus guard. This mani- 
festation of tender feeling for suffering hu- 
manity et the expense of self-preservation in- 
dicates a genuine change in defendant’s char 
acter, if she ever possessed an abandoned and 
malignant heart, which deserves mercy, and 
it 4s thought that society will be better served 
by her release than further confinement.’’ 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing facts and 
recommendations, it is ordered: hat the said 
Lula Robinson be and she is hefeby pardoned 
of said offense and that she is discharged from 
custody herewith.

So-Called Trusts, 


Reviews the Gobbling Up of Small 
Concerns by the Corporations 
and Suggests Remedial 
Legislation—Abandon 
Present Policy. 


—_-_— 


TAincoln, Nebr., December 12.— Judge 
Peter Grosscup, of Chicago, lectured to- 
night before members of the law school 
of the University of Nebraska on the 
subject “So-called — Trusts—The Next 
Great. Step in American Politics.”’ Judge 
Grosscup said, among other things: 

“One-third; *or more, of the industries of 
the United States have passed from the 
cwnership of individuals or local corpora- 
tions into the grest bodies of property 
known as the trusts. Should the process 
go on until all’ our industries are thus 
consolidated, as many well-informed men 
now think probable, the so-called trusts 
will have absorbed nearly one-sixth of all! 
the wealth of all kinds in the United 
States. Nothing in history, outside the 
rise of the feudal system, has left so 
striking a change in what may be called 
the personnel of ownership. As a mere 
| right to hold and control, ownership re- 
mains, of course, unchanged; but if the 
rrocess of the last few years goes on un- 
changed the universality of ownership 
that characterized our past—an owner- 
ship of or industries widely spread 
among the people—will be all but lost. 
Accurate statistics show that the former 
owners of the industries now consolidated 
have put their money, or the bulk of 1t, 
in the banks; the workman declines to 
invest his surplus wages, and with them, 
also standing aloof, is the ordinary man, 
possessing ordinary means. It is certain 
that, as never before in our history, there 
are several millions of men and women 
brought up in the industrial trades who 
are now without proprietary interest in 
the trades they follow. No less a man 
than Webster said that the freest of 
governments will not long be acceptable 
if the tendency of the laws be to create a 
rapid accumulation of property in a few 
hands, rendering the majority of the 
population dependent. If this be true, 
it has ¢ome about, that the same years 
that brought us riches and greatness as 
a nation nave brought with them an 
internal disorder, which, if allowed to gu 
on, will endanger the stability of the 
government itself.

“A widespread withdrawal by the peo- 
ple at large from general ownership in 
the properties of the country, cannot but 
be fraught with the gravest dangers. A 
few of these are so obvious that I need 
only indicate them. Such withdrawal will 


diminish; if not destroy, popular interest 
in national] prosperity: for, from those 
only who have @ stake in prosperity can 
we expect great interest. It will -kill 
off competition, for.. the competitor of 
the trusts must itself be a trust, and 
there will be no independent field from 
which to recruit the means to create such 
competitor. It will discourage still furth- 
er the wage-earner, in any hope of be- 
coming part owner; and thus deepen and 
widen the existing gulf.between wealth 
and labor. It will sap to its foundation 
the real strength of governmecxl, for gov- 
fernment must be built on the interests, 
as well as the affections, of the people 
governed, An industrial system subject 
to such indictment is a rising menace to 
free government itself. 
“The remedy, in general terms, is not 
difficult to state. he first thing to do 
is to abandon the present policy of out- 
lawfy and exterminatjon. That policy 
has failed, It has failed through condi- 
tions that cannot be removed by law. Re- 
place the old pency by a new, under 
which industrial corporations, subjected 
to restraints against artificial prices, will 
be made, in organization and manage- 
ment, to invite, and worthily invite, the 
confidence and copartnership of all the 
people of the country. 
“To suggest concrete legislation is per- 
haps more difficult. It should include the 
repeal of the Sherman act. ically and 
impartially enforced, that act forbids two 
ers, on opposite corners of the street, 
rom forming: a copartnership to save ex- 
penses; partially enforced. it puts the 
industries of the land at the mercy 
not of the law, but of the officers of the

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FOR FOUL CRIME 
Charged with Murder of Wil- 
liam Lawrence 


Defendants Waived Examination 
and Were Committed to Jail 
Without Bail—Investiga- 


tion May Uncover 
Other Dark Deeds. 


Laurel, Miss., December 12.—(Special.)— 
The case of Dr. J. J. Harper, Walter 
Harper, B. T. McCormack. H. L. Jonhn- 
ston, white, and Albert McGhee, colored, 
charged with the murder of William Law- 
rence at the Eastman-Gardimer Company's 
logging camp last Saturday...were given 
& preliminary hearing today. The de- 
fendants waived examination and were 
committeed to jail without bail, ‘togethet 
with about thirty state witnesses. 

The streets today are thronged with 
people, all discussing the mysterious 
murder and the posible cause,for it. 
There were almost one hundred in today 
fro mthe camps. 

It is thought that as soon as the trial 
begins some sensational evidence will be 
adduced. Some have even said that there 
are other dark deeds that might be un- 
covered by a thorough investigation. 

The people are considerably wrought 
up and say that such a crime cannot g0 
unpunished, for the fair name of the 
county will be forever besmirched should 
it not be probed to the bottom. 

Search warrants were issued this even- 
ing and officers went out to Eastman- 
Gardiner camps for the purpose of going 
through several of the camp cars to find, 
if possible, some trace of the dead man's 
clothing.- When forcibly taken from the 
car by the camp men to prevent his be- 
ing buried in a negre grave yard, he was 
absolutely nude. What the searchers 
found has not been learned. 

The motive for the crime fs as far from 
being solved as ever, but there are those 
wno say that this is not the first crime 
of similar nature committed out there, 
but others have died mysteriously of 
“heart failure’ or killed by ‘‘trains run- 
ning over them.”’ 

Several theories have been advanced 
by the camp people for the crime. One 
is that the young man was thought to be 
a detective and was put out of the way 
to keep from giving away things he nad 
gotten on to. Another is that a woman 
is mixed up in it in some way. No one is 
certain about it, and the ones who should 
know are keeping their mouths shut. 

The men arrested hate hitherto borne 
excellent reputations, and they have many 
loyal friends who say that they could 
not have committed such a deed. They, 
too, are anxious for an _ investigation, 
claiming that their friends will be clear- 
ed from the stigma of such a cowardly 
assassination.

Mrs. Edward Jones Com- 
mits Suicide in Presence 
of Husband.

Forecaster Ridgway Predicts High 
Water at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, December 12.—The almost 
steady downpour of rain for the past 
thirty-six hours has decided Weather 
Forecaster Ridgway to issue a prelim- 
inary flood warning.

Hon. W. A. Huff was 
then mayor of the city. .He had an eye 
for beauty and an idea of a place for 
recreation for those who could not afford 
trips to seashore and watering places, He 
decided to build a park for Macon, and 
put, through the body legislative of Ma- 
con a resolution converting the wild lands 
into the park. Then through his stren- 
uous work he secured an appropriation 
of $100,000. With that to back him, he 
made a contract with the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Society, of which A. H. Col- 
quitt, subsequently governor of the state, 
and still later United States senator. was 
president, by which a state fair was to 
be held on the grounds every other year 
forever. The fair of 1871 was a decided 
success, and its grandeur is yet recalled 
by the citizens of Macon. In 1873 the ex- 
position was still greater, and in size and 
importance it continued to grow until 
Colonel Huff went out of office. Then it 
began dropping away, and today the 
grounds and some old buildings only mark 
the spot where Georgia was given its 
first taste of big shows. It is to provide 
not only to the city, but to the state. those 
grounds the litigation just started has 
begun. .

While the tacit consent of the Unit- 
ed States to the harsh 1 easures cdopt- 
ed by Great Britain and Germany to 
collect their claims from Venezuela 
may seem to imply non-interference 
under the rather indefinite but elastic 
monroe doctrine, the situation along 
the southern shores of the Caribbean 
is acute enough to be likened to a 
lighted powder train reaching to a 
mine of high explosives in Washing- 
ton. 

The punitive ‘expedition to bluff a 
collection of indemnities and commer- 
cial debts is commonplace enough in 
international usage, but lawlesg as it 
is in its high-handed procedure, it has 
its limitations, to exceed which may 


easily precipitate waz with a power far | 


more formidable that the hectored vic- 
The Venezuelan imbroglio is pe- 
culiarly a case of that kind, and the 
present danger as concerns the United 
States is not to be lightly regarded. 
‘ The department of state made a se- 
rious mistake in authorizing Minister 
Bowen to represent British and Ger- 
man interests at Caracas.- This goy- 
ernment’s delicate relation toward the 
South American republic does not ad- 
mit of voluntarily tying its ‘hands in 
any such fashion. 

The Monroe doctrine may broadly 
be designed .to protect the independ- 
ent governments of the western hemi- 


sphere from colonization in a land- 


grabbing sense by a European j; 2wer, 
but it would be a fraud and a snare if 
it did not at the same time stand for 
the protection of these weak American 
republics from the usurpation of their 
sovereign functions by European na- 
tions, whether such usurpation came 
through the bulldozing collection of a 
claim or otherwise. 

If the press dispatches describing 
the remarkable action of the British- 
German fleet in LaGuayra harbor were 
true, as now seems certain, the initial 
step of the allied powers amounted to 
a@ wanton act of war. It is one thing 
to peaceably take possession of the 
unresisting fleet of Venezuela, and 
quite another thing to tow it out of 
the harbor and deliberately sink it.

Helping Education in the South. 

Congress has passed a bill to incor- 
porate an association of citizens of 
the several states under the name of 
‘ine General Educational Board. This 
measure is the outgrowth of the move- 
ment begun some time ago to organize 
the efforts of those who are interested 
in propagating equality of educational 
privileges throughout the entire coun- 
try. The last meeting by this board, 
it will be remembered, was held in 
Athens during the present year, and 
already some substantial assistance 
has been given to educational systems 
in the southern states. But it has been 
deemed desirable by Mr. Rockefeller, 
who is said to be the prime mover in 
the programme, that the board should 
have pational recognition and organi- 
zation, and hence its ‘incorporation by 
congress. 

While no detailed statement has 
been made of the methods to be pur- 
sued by this new educational enter- 
prise, enough is known to warrant the 
assertion that for some time to come 
tne bulk of its activities will be in the 
south. It is said to be Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s design to invest about $50,000,000 
on his Own part, and such other mil- 
lions as other philanthropists may :do- 
nate for the purpose, toward. bringing 
about a common lével of educational 
opportunities throughout the nation. 
As the squth is yet far behind other 
sections of the country in the quality 
of its schools and in the average edu- 
cational equipment of its citizens, the 
general board will devote its earliest 
efforts and means to uplifting and 
improving the schools of the sou-h. 

Of course, it is not the intention of 
this general board to distribute char- 
ity, on the idea that the southern peo- 
ple are objects of that sort of largess. 
On the contrary, the promoters of this 
movement understand thoroughly that 
the southern people have made great 
sacrifices in the interest of popular 
education and are still doing all that 
their means will allow to enlarge and 
improve their systems. Whatever the 
board will do in this interest will be 
supplementary to what the states or 
private enterprise may do in the same 
behalf. 

It is an undoubtedly patriotic’ and 
generous movement dictated in no 
sense by a spirit of interference, or 
criticism of any section, but wholly for 
the purpose of accomplishing through 
available private liberality that which 
the government should long ago have 
compelled, and that is tne foundation 
of an equal basi§ and system of popu- 
lar education throughout the union. 
Knowing the motives which lie behind 
the promoters of this movement, we 
can safely say that their assistance 
will be accorded a generous welcome 
in the south and all the cooperation 
| hk gg the means of our people ¢an af- 

ord. 
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The Deadly Pigskin. 

The Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, which is a good deal 
of an official organ of the medical pro- 
fession.of this country, reviews in ics 
current issue the. medical history of 
the lately closed football season. The 
casualty list, aside from being inter- 
esting to surgery, points a moral. The 
authority referred to says: 

Thus far the returns give twelve deaths, 
several fatally injured, whose cases are 
not yet terminated, and over'eighty se- 
riously injured, smaller items, such as 
sprains, bruises, torn ears, loss of teeth, 
étc., not enumerated. 

By way of editorial comment, it is 
asked if the game is worth all this. 
Among the more serious accidents re- 
corded as happening to players during 
the late season were fractured skulls, 
injured spines, cerebral injuries result- 
ing in insanity, broken legs, ribs, collar 
bones, arms, dislocated shoulders, 
arm and leg joints, etc. Many or the 
injuries of the gridiron are of a char- 
acter leaving permanent weaknesses 
in the unfortunate one. 

It is asserted that the strenuous 
sport of football is becoming more »ru- 
tal every season, not so much through 
the impetuous abandon that is inher- 
ent in the game as from a growing 
disregard of humane et.:ics. The cry 
of foul play is unceasing, and doubt- 
less victories are often won by un- 
scrupulousness in this regard, at the 
expense of life and limb. Whatever the 
cause Of the fast-growing casualty list, 
it is declared that old-time football, 
while rough enough to meet all exrit- 
ing requirements, was rarely attended 
by serious accidents. 

Professor Ira N. Hollis, of Harvard, 
who loves rational athletics, recently 
gave it as his opinion, in The Atlantic 
Monthly, that football as played today 
is practically unjustifiable because of 
the grave risks entailed, adding: 

Ofter in stopping a play the side on 
the defensive take chances with taeic 
own lives and with those of their oppo- 
nents—justified only in professions like 


fire-protection, life-saving, sea-faring 
and railroading.

Offered Our Own Medicine. 

The anti-American element in the 
Cuban congress has seized a chance to 
feed us with our own medicine. The 
terms of a reciprocity treaty have 
been agreed upon between the Ameri- 
can and Cuban cabinets, but the Cupnan 
house of representatives has appointed 
a committee to report a limit to t_e 
tariff concessions that Cuba will make 
to the United States. 

It will be remembered that the Ding- 
ley act Hmits to 20 per cent the reduc- 
tions of our tariff that may be made 
in reciprocity treaties. Not only so, 
but when the question arose in our 
congress last year of heading off the 
Cuban bill by a treaty, our senate com- 
mitteee announced its opinion that our 
senate could not alone ratify a treaty 
tnat affected tariff duties, otherwise 
revenues, without the consent of the 
house of representatives. And this 
was in denial of a right of the presi- 
dent and senate as the treaty making 
powers that had been supported by 
constitutional authorities from the be- 
ginning of the government! 


Those Cubans are not as slow as 


they sometimes seem. They have ab- 
sorbed through generations a spirit of 
diplomatic skill from the Spaniards 
that is scarcely second to the finished 
art of their preceptors. And nobody 
who knows the average Cuban pub- 
licist is surprised to find him turning 
every act of the Americans to the ad- 
vantage of his own country. The Cu- 
ban congress shows a decided disposi- 
tion to deal with us at arm’s length. 
They feel, and we think justly, that 
their treatment at our hands in the 
matter of tariff and trade concessions 
has not been in line with our solemn 
and self-assumed pledges. In that view 
they are not inclined to trust any 
further to our supposed “amity” and 
to deal with us upon the real plane of 
our avarice. 

President Palma insists that he and 
the Cuban senate still have power to 
ratify a treaty “not affecting Cuban 
revenues” without the concurrence of 
the Cuban house. Since, however, the 
Cuban constitution deals with treaties 
in almost identica] language with our 
constitution, it would be. but logical 
that the Cuban house should claim 
equal rights with the American house. 


In the long run that concession will be 


allowed, we think, and any treaty 
made between the countries will have 
to be cast in terms that will give the 
United. States. no advantage over 
Cuba.

The senate yesterday morning passed 
the bill’ introduced by Representative 
Brinson, of Decatur, to regulate the sale 
and adulferations of sirups in the state. 
This bill has now passed both houses. 

The bill’ provides that it shall be un- 
eS oe onannes oo. omer tot sale Sale 
tion to sell, advertise or 
mixed er adulterated sirup without lab- 
ling it as such on the receptacie contain- 
ing the sirup. 

The act provides that all persons, firms 
or corporations or agents thereof who 
may be found guilty of violating this act 
shall be subject to a fine of hot less than 
$200 nor more than $1,000 for each offense 
or imyprisenment for not ek oie 

& or more than twelve mon - 
gpd for the confiscation of all 
sirups offered for sale contrary to the 
requirements of this act. 

The ef such confiscation sale 
are to go to the common school tund of 
the county, except such fees as are paid 
fhe ordinary and sheriff. In all cases 
where a fine i¢ imposed the sum of $0, 
to be taken out of the fine, is to be paid 
to the informant. 

The seriate also passed favorably on the 
bill of Representative Akin, of Bartow, 
repealing the act creating the office of 
Spécial attorney for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and devolving the du- 
ties of this office upon the attorney gen- 
eral of the state. The bill provides that 
the attorney general shall recéive no 
additional emoluments for the discharge 
ef the duties of this office and prohibits 
the appointment of a successor to the 
present encumbent. 

the motion of Senator Tisinger, of 
the twenty-fifth district, the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Stanford, of 
Harris, establishing a dispensary at 
Hamilton, in- Harris county, was tabied. 

The bill by Messrs. Cann, Stovall and 
Fiardén, of Chatham, fix a time for the 
election, of officers in. all cities of not 
less than 50.000 inhabitants nor more than 
75,000, elective by the mayor and alder- 
man thereof was passed. 

According to this bill all such officers 
shall be elected on the evening of the 
day fixed by law for the qualification of 
the mayor and aldermen. The bill fur- 


ther provides that the terms of all such 


officers shall be of two years’ duration 
and that their salaries shall not be in- 
creased while they are in office. 


Wants Inspector of Mines. 

Chairman Gordon Lee, of the general 
penitentiary committee of the senate 
submitted a apectal report indorsing the 
suggestion of the prison commission that 
the office of inspector of mines be cre- 
ated in order that the commission may 
have an ‘expert on’ mining sanitation at 
its service. 

The report states that the committee 
through its sub-committees has visited 
the various felony convict camps of the 
state and that all the convicts were 
found to be well fed and clothed and. the 
camps In good sanitary condition. 

The committee, however, added that 
underground mining naturally presents 
difficulties to always maintaining proper 
sanitary conditions and, therefore, recom- 
mended the creation of the office of in- 
spector to mines te look after these mat- 
ters. 


To Reduce Legislation.

Cooper was sent up on 
the 4th of January, 1873, on the charge 
of manslaughter, and served nearly thirty 
years in the institution. He is now near- 
ly "i2 years of age. 

The average length of service of a life 
or long term prisoner in the Mississippi 
penitentiary is about fifteen years, al- 
though there are several now on the 
rolls who have served from sixteen [0 
twenty years. The death rate of the 
institution is very low, being only 4@ 
per cent last year, and about the same 
for the present year. 

About 2% convicts are serving life sen- 
tences from a total prison population that 
fluctuates between 1,000 and 1.10. Thirty- 
two afe now serving sentences ranging 
from 2% to 50 years. Over one-half of 
the total number are serving terms rang

Washington, December 12-—The senate 
committee on education and labor today 
listened to arguments for and against 
the eight-hour bill. James O'Connell, 
president of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, denied a statement 
made before the commission by James 
Mull, assistant manager at Cramp’s ship 
yard, Philadelphia, to the effect that 
members of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists had tried to destroy 
| the machinery of the battle ship Ala- 
bama and the transport Thomas while 
they were undergoing repairs in the 
Cramp yard. 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, made an 4ar- 
gument for the bill. oO. McCammon 
spoke against it. 

Herbert on Labor Measures. 

Former Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
declared there were few men in the house 
of representatives willing to take the 
responsibility of opposing any labor 
measure, no matter whether he approves 
it or not, lest he be set down as an ¢n- 
emy to the laboring class. “That ex- 
plains why,” he said, “‘this bill and pre- 
ceding bills like it, even worse than it 
‘is, passed the house by large majori- 


ties.” 

L. E. Payson, for the Newport News 
Ship Building Company, referred to the 
strike at Newport News in 1991 and said 
that when the battle ship Illinois was 
about to leave the yards on her trial 
trip word had gone forth from the labor 
union that she should not leave the yard 
until the union's terms were complied 
with. He vehemently exclaimed that it 
was an act which, if the United States 
had been at war, would have_been mis- 
prison of treason. “Men have suffered 
the loss of their lIfves for less acts. of 
culpability,” he said, “than were com- 
mitted against our people in June a year 
ago.”’ 

James Duncan, national secretary of 
the Granite Cutters’ Association, denied 
ex-Secretary Herbert's assertion that 
members of the house would not oppose 
legislation in order not to appear as ene- 
mies to labor. He also deni¢d the truth 
of Mr. Payson’s statement regarding the 
battle ship Illinois. 

-Gompers for Agitation. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the Fed- 
eration of Labor, said he had ‘been classed 
as an agitator by the ‘eyclonic and ve- 
hement Judge Payson,” but it was the 
agitator who made this country and re- 
public, that abolfshead slavery and that 
saved the children employed in cotton 
mills in the southern states. 

He vehemently denounced the charge 
that the International Association of Ma- 
chinists had attempted to precipitate a 
strike in the Cramp ship yards during 
the Spanish war while government war 
ships were being fitted out, and that 
gome of the labor men had attempted to 
tamper with the machinery of a trans- 
port. Major Carson, of the Thomas, he 


being without foundation. 

As a matter of fact, he said, the strike 
was not during the Spanish-American 
war, but late in the year 1899. 

Continuing, and speaking with much 
fervor, Mr. Gompers said: 

“If aty man was guilty of the charge, 
it was the duty of Mr. Cramp as a citi- 
zen of our country to make a criminal 
charge against him and to expose. to the 
world what it implied.” 

He declared that if the bill should fail 
to pass it would be back again in the 
next congress. “‘There is no ending in 
this demand,’’ he said, “until it Is ac- 
complished.” —

National Capital Notes. 


The house committee on public build- 
ings and grounds has reported favorably 
the bill introduced by Mr. Mercer, chair- 
man of the cdmmittee, appropriating 
$7,000,000 for the purchase of a site and 
for the erection of a court of the United 
States, the department of justice, nation- 
al law library and internal tribunals. The 
committee also reported the bill which 
has passed the senate, carrying $2,600,000 
for the construction of a new depart- 
ment of agriculture building, but cut the 
limit of cost to $1,500,000. 

The legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill, carrying $26,930,453, has 
been reported to the house by the 4ap- 
propriations committee, This is an in- 
crease of $500,301 over the appropriation 
for the current fiscal year. 

The senate committee on immigration 
yesterday continued its hearings on the 
immigration bill. Richard K. Campbell 
and Robert Watchorn, inspectors of the 
immigration bureau, made a number of 
suggestions as to the details of the bill. 
In general terms they favored the house 
bill as against the senate measure. 

The house committee on judiciary yes- 
terday took up for consideration on three 
joint resolutions introduced inte the house 
proposing an amendment to the consti- 
tution to disqualify persons found guilty 
of polygamy from holding office and pro- 
hibit polygamy. By a vote of 7 to 6 it 
was decided not to report any of the 
measures to the house. 


Negro Adventist Not Barred. 

Washington, December 12.—Assistant 
Secretary Ailes has disposed of the case 
of Elmer Pettiford, a colored clerk in 
the treasury department and a Seventh 
Day Adventist, who refused to work on 
Saturdays. Mr. Ailes has concluded to 
transfer him to the sixth auditor's office.

Sargent Makes Startling 
Statement Regarding Mexi- 
can Immigrants. 


Washington, December 12.—The hear- 
inge on the immigration bill by the sen- 
ate committee on immigration were con- 
cluded today. The testimony taken was 
largely in the interest of legislation and 
a willingness was manifested on the part 
of important witnesses to submit to the 
elimination of the provision for an educa- 
tional test should such action prove nec- 
essary to secure the success of the Dill. 
Commissioner General of Immigration 
Frank Sargent said he recognized the 
fact that the feature could be sacrificed 
without: destroying the efficacy of the 
bill. 

Mr. Sargent made an urgent plea for 
retention of the $3 head tax. He spoke 
especially of the necessity for increased 
vigilance on the Mexican frontier and 
said that he recently had secured infory- 
mation by personal observation of the 
smuggling into this country of a large 
number of the most undesirable element 
of Mexico peons, who were willing to 
work at from 25 cents to 35 cents per 
day. These people, he said, .were fed 
from troughs, as hogs might be, and 
were treated just as slaves. 

They were finding employment in the 
mines of Colorado and New Mexico. We 
did not want such labor as that, and the 
Mexican frontier is long and hard to 
guard, rendering the work expensive. 
He declared that the plea for unlimited 
immigration is from the transportation 
companies alone, and not from the manu- 
facturers and farmers. He complained 
of the transportation companies’ schemes 
to evade the law and appealed for iron- 
clad requirements,

NORTH CAROLINA CRIMINALS. 


Statistics for "Two Years Ending 
July 1, Last. 


k Raleigh, N. C., December 12.—(Special.) 


The report of North Carolina's criminal 
statistics for the two years ending July 
1, last, was furnished today. In the first 
twelve months 4,286 whites, 4,010 negroes 
and 18 Indians were tried; of these 7,738 
were males and 571 females; taere were 
5,601 convictions, 1,065 acquitals and 1,565 
nol pros of trials; for the fouF capital 
crimes six were for arson, 22 burglary, 
67° murder, 18 rape; during the second 
twelve months there were @ied 4,91 
whites, 4,339 negroes and 11 Indians, of 
these 8,634 were males and 667 females, 
there were 6,418 convictions, 1,188 acqui- 
tals and 1,594 nol pros; there were ‘tried 
for arson 7, burglary 13, murder 46, rape 
19. There was a falling off this year in 
capita] crimes, but great increase in mi- 
nor ones.

Letter. 


Atlanta, December 12.—Cotton—A fur- 
ther rise of 4 points in spots and 3 points 
in deliveries was recorded in the Eng- 
lish market today. Stocks of cotton in 
Liverpool increased 61,000 bales during 
the week, but are still 221,000 under last 
year, and the stock afloat continues to 
run considerably lighter than last year. 
In the absence of definite directions for- 
eigners are evidently satisfied to follow 
the course of American markets at a 
moderate pace. Unfavorable develop- 
ments in the New York stock market, 
with a vision of high money, checked 
activity on the buying side, which other- 
wise would undoubtedly have been ob- 
served under the influence of continued 
bad weather throughdut the south and 
predictions for more /to follow. Trading 
was moderate, and the realizing that 
was accomplished left no significant im- 
pression and the bullish week’s statistics 
served to maintain a steady undertone. 
The movement of cotton continues to 
proceed on moderate lines for a monster 
yield, but the ready explanation of bad 
weather is made doubly available by the 
protracted rainy spell over a large por- 
tion of the south. Traders will welcome 
the return of clear weather in order to 
note the extent of receipts without inter- 
ference, in which case, unless a decided 
increase occurs, there is likely to be de- 
sertions from the large crop theory. It 
will do in the meantime to watch these 
features carefully. 

Stocks—There were slight advances in 
St. Paul and Missouri Pacific at the 
start, but a renewal of heavy selling ap- 
peared in Steel and this served to unset- 
tle the general market. New low levels 
were reached in St. Paul, Missouri Pa- 
cific, Union Pacific, Southern Pacific and 
Atchison, with United States Steel down 
to the lowest price witnessed since May 
9 last year. oans were called exten- 
sively, and as high at 12 per cent was 

aid for money. Toward noon heavy buy- 

ng orders appeared, and:this started a 
general covering movement on the part 
of shorts. It became apparent that large 
blocks of stocks were being bought for 
cash and taken out ofthe street. Peo- 
ple’s Gas held up well, and Sugar was 
one of the firmest stocks. The street 
was in a turmoil of excitement, with the 
market nervous and unsettled. During 
the afternoon money worked easier, and 
this encouraged buying. The street felt 
relieved by J. P. Morgan being quoted as 
saying that everything was al! right-and 
that one or two houses had liquidated, 
but there would be no trouble. Money 
was offered down to 6 per cent later in 
the day, with out-of-town institutions 
large loaners. The bank statement will 
not be as unfavorable as expected.

Some mystery attaches to the 
source of the very large and sudden de- 
mand for money in the last day or two, 
which resulted in displacing loans from 
the stock market. That there was some 
such extraordinary demand is evident on 
the authority of bankers. The applica- 
tion.of the president of Venezuela for 
arbitration of his difficulties was a fa- 
vorable factor on the stock exchange 
sentiment. Thé violent upturn of prices 
transformed the earlier losses into general 
net gains, which, in some cases, were 
sufficient to wipe out all of yesterday's 
declines, Evansville and Terre Haute 
was conspicuous for a gain of 6 points, 
Great Northern preferred 4 per cent and 
a great sprinkling of the leaders of the 
market of from 2 to 3.

of the same when destroyed by fire.” 

2. The amendments to the petition were
